LONDON (£ i — The Sov iet Union 
has giv en strong indications re­ 
cently she is planning to set up an 
answer to the W’est’s North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization.

Georgi Zhukov , Vasily Sokolov sky 
and Konstantin Rokossov sk/ — all 
Sov iet World War II heroes — are 
now working out details of the new 
alliance. They also are expected to 
play leading roles in the m ilitary 
organization. 
The Sov iet Union and its satel­ 
lites hav e signed mutual assist­ 
ance treaties and trade accords. 
But as far as is known, Red East 
Europe has no formal interlocking 
m ilitary alliance placing w ar re­ 
sources under a single command. 
British officials 
say 
Moscow’s 
current propaganda line is prac­ 
tically spelling out the Kremlin’s 
plans, which they believ e will n\a- 
terialize at a conference Nov . 29 . 
In a note to European nations 
and the United States last week, 
the Sov iets suggested an interna­ 
tional conference on that date to 
discuss European security. 
Most Western Powers already 
hav e indicated they will turn down 
the bid. The United States, Britain 
and France say they will not enter 
direct talks with the Sov iets until 
the Paris agreem ents on the free­ 
ing and rearm ing of West Ger­ 
many hav e been ratified by the 
parliam ents of the signatory na­ 
tions.
